The mu- 
tual fire insurance companies, once ve 
popular in the center of New York, it is 
re are rapidly disappearing, two 
having commenced winding up in 1868, 
leaving only nine now in operation. No 
new fire insurance co S were estab- 
lished itr 1868—a fact in striking contrast 
with the statistics of 1853, when twenty- 
three new companies were o ized. 
From this circumstance it is argued that 
the profits of the business have greatly 
diminished,

A Perfect Success. 


Large numbers of our eitizens went 
down to the levee yesterday morning, at 
eleven o’clock, to witness the sinking of 
the docks, and the putting of the steam- 
boat American on the ways, Owing tothe 
extent of the preparation necessary, and 
tiso to the necessity of removing from the 
bow of the docks a large quantity of 
driftwood whieh had floated down and 
lodged against them, it was found impos- 
sible to sink them as advertised, and with 
the utmost dispateh, it was half past five 
o’clock before they were got ready. 
Although at this late hour in the after- 
noon, the sun was intensely hot, and pre- 
vented from being present anything like 
the crowd that would otherwise have as- 
sembled. There were, nevertheless, at 
least five hundred persons on the levee, 
and around the docks, About half-past 
five everything was announced to be in 
readiness, and the steam tug Nettie Jones, 
attaching herself tothe Americas, which 
isa “stern whecler,” drawing about two 
feet when unloaded, towed or rather 
shoved her up stream, putting her how 
‘on’ to the stern of the docks, 


the dock, gave the signal for the pumps 
to commenee work, With a boatswain’s 
whistle, and in Jess than five minutes 
they were sunk to the middle. Mr. 
Steeper was removed from his position, 
in a skiff, and in five minutes more they 
were sufficiently submerged to allow the 
Amercan to be warped into her position, 
As soon as she was thus secured the 
pulps were again set to work, and in ten 
minutes the water had been expelled, 
and the «docks rose from the river, lifting 
the American high and dry. 

The whole operation did not last over 
three-quarters of an hour, and demon- 
strated the fact that the docks work toa 
charm. We hope soon to see them tackle 
someof the leviathans of our inland sea.
